© COVER: The BEP intaglio print released at 
FUN in Orlando, FL, on 6 January 1994. The 
accompanying card reads: "In 1920 George 
Frederick Cummings Smillie engraved Die 
#10196 which depicts the figure of Justice 
holding a globe in one hand and scales in the 
other. The globe, when held aloft symbolizes 
Justice's sovereignty over the world. The scales, 
an attribute of Justice since Roman times, 
symbolize judgment, used for weighing good and 
evil and right and wrong. The die card for this 
vignette calls it "Simmons' Justice". Edward 
Emerson Simmons (1852-1931) painted a mural of 
Justice in 1895 which is on the North wall of the 
courtroom in the Criminal Courts Building in 
New York. The figure in our engraving is the 
central figure in that mural." Gene Hessler in 
The Engraver’s Line lists G.F.C. Smillie as born 
in New York, 22 November 1854, and died in 
Washington, DC, 21 January 1924.

"The card is quite attractive, but it must 
be considered a private issue and therefore will 
not be listed [in our Numbering System].” 


I suspect we have all experienced concern over 
the proliferation of souvenir cards. As I noted in 
the last issue of this Journal, 1993 was a really 
big year—my annual album is overflowing!

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THE OLDEST SOUVENIR CARDS? 


One thing that has never been addressed in the 
SC] is a search for the oldest souvenir card in 
existence. I have been told that a souvenir card 
for the Inauguration of President George 
Washington exists. However, I have never seen 
any souvenir cards from the 1700's. I thought it 
would be fun to write a brief article illustrating 
some of the oldest cards in my collection. This 
article will serve as a challenge to other 
members to see if they can come up with any 
souvenir cards that predate those in this article. 


Since the Bank Note Companies really don't 
come into being until the 1850's and 1860's, 
souvenir cards from the 1840's and before were 
all printed by local or private printing firms. 
Hence, nearly all of the cards illustrated in this 
article could be considered Forerunner private 
souvenir cards. 


Curtis D. Radford, M.D. (SCCS 1) 


The oldest souvenir card in my collection was 
issued in 1808 (Fig. 1, below). On 10 September 
1808 a souvenir invitation card was issued by the 
Massachusetts Charitable Society for a special 
meeting that was to be held on 12 September 
1808 at the Green Dragon. This Society was 
founded in 1762 and was incorporated in 1780. 
The card features two vignettes of female 
allegorical figures representing charity. At the 
top of the card is the vignette of a bird feeding a 
bunch of young chicks, and a banner with the 
Society's motto "Be not weary in well doing.” 
The [8.75" x 6.5"] card is printed in brown 
intaglio and was most likely engraved in copper 
plate. The lettering was engraved by T.W. 
Summer and the vignettes and design portion of 
the card were engraved by S. Harris. Since the 
club was founded in 1762, it is quite possible that 
earlier cards were issued by this organization. 
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The next oldest card in my collection is a large ed reproductions of the signatures of various 


souvenir certificate issued in 1823 by the Bunker association members, including Daniel Webster 
Hill Monument Association (Fig. 2, below). At Edward Everett, George Blake and other 
the top of this certificate is a large vignette of notables. This particular certificate is printed 
the “action of Bunker Hill" which occurred on 17 in black intaglio. 


June 1775. At the bottom of the card are engrav- 
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Illustrated (Fig. 3, below left) is an engraved 
souvenir cards issued in 1829 for a special 
"Military Garden" celebrating the Battle of New 
Orleans. This particular card [3.625" x 5"] features 
a vignette of Andrew Jackson and fancy script text 
in black intaglio. On the back of the card are 
several signatures of some of the managers of this 
particular event which was held on 8 January 
1829. The printer is unknown. 


In 1836 a souvenir card was issued featuring the 
1829 Inaugural Address of President Andrew 
Jackson. Andrew Jackson was re-elected in 1832 
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and completed his second term in 1836 the year of 
the release of this souvenir card (Fig. 4, below 
right). It features a vignette of Jackson along with 
historical text concerning his past followed by the 
full text of his Inaugural address. This is 
engraved in black intaglio by B. Bailey of 
Philadelphia. This most likely was the same 
Bailey of the future Bailey, Banks, and Biddle 
Company of Philadelphia. The card is printed on 
white glossy card stock and is rather scarce. I only 
know of two of these in existence. It is listed as 
FSO 1836 A in the SCCS Numbering System.

An invitation for a 
National Birth Night 
Ball held on 22 February 
at Carusis Saloon in New 
York City is shown (Fig. 5, 
left) . Unfortunately, the 
year of this event was not 
recorded on the [4.75" x 
7.5"] card. I estimate that 
it was printed in the 
1830's or 1840's. It features 
an engraved portrait of 
George Washington as 
well as lists of the mana- 
gers of this event and text 
concerning this event all in 
black intaglio. 


A similar souvenir card 
[4.375" x 6.75"] issued in 
1844 (Fig. 6, left opposite) 
was issued for the Jeffer- 
son Association Annual 
Ball held on 17 December 
1844. This particular card 
served not only as an 
invitation but also as a 
ladies’ ticket. It too is 
printed in black intaglio 
on cream colored stock. 
The printer is unknown. 


A proof of an engraved 
ribbon (Fig. 7, right 
opposite) issued for the 
Inauguration of President 
William Harrison is not 
actually a souvenir card. 
It features a vignette of a 
woman with an anchor, 
portraits of Harrison, 
George Washington, and 
another unidentified indi- 
vidual. In addition, there 
is a vignette at the bottom 
of Harrison's birth place, 
a log cabin. This engrav- 
ing was printed in black 
intaglio and was most 
likely printed by one of 
the predecessor bank note 
companies although there 
is no printer identification 
on the proof.

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A large certificate (Fig. 8, opposite page) issued 
by the Son's of Temperance in 1845 indicates that 
a particular Henry Atkins was initiated and has 
become a member of that group. The vignette at 
the top shows a man comforting a woman whose 
husband lays sick in bed. The vignette and the 
text are printed in black intaglio, steel-engraved 
by W.H. Dougat. 


Another souvenir card (Fig. 9, below) is a certifi- 
cate issued in 1857 by the Association of Franklin 
Medal Scholars to a Mr. Henry Ripley who had 
paid one dollar to become a member. This certifi- 
cate was printed in black intaglio by L.H. Brad- 
ford and Company. Interestingly, the certificate 
is signed by Edward Everett who was president of 
the Association and a well-known orator and 
Senator of the time. [For space reasons, this card 
is inserted here, i.e., out of chronological order 
with the next card. Ed.]}

The last souvenir card in this article issued in the 
1840's (Fig. 10, following page) by the Washington 
National Monument Society is a certificate to 
help raise contributions for the National Monu- 
ment in Washington, DC. It shows vignettes of 
George Washington, two allegorical figures, and 
two preliminary designs for the monument. The 
certificate was black offset lithographed by E. 
Weber and Company of Baltimore on thin, white 
tissue paper. 


The items illustrated in this article were issued 
between 1808 and 1857. I would like to hear from 
any members who have other old material in 
their collections and would like to share them in 
the pages of this Journal. I thank Mr. James 
Thompson (SCCS 603) for illustrations of several 
of the cards included herein which are part of his 
collection. 
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LOCAL USPS SPORTS-RELATED SOUVENIR CARDS-2 Michael Padwee (SCCS 512) 


My last article [see SCJ 13:2, pp.6-10] did not 
include any baseball or football sports-related 
souvenir cards. This article will discuss the 
baseball-related cards issued by local USPS 
branches. 


I have not been a baseball fan since the Brooklyn 
Dodgers deserted my hometown for some other 
area of the country, nor do I collect baseball 
cards or baseball-related stamps. However, I do 
have a fair collection of baseball related 
souvenir cards. 


Baseball souvenir cards have been issued for a 
wide variety of reasons. The first card was 
issued in July 1984 at the All-Star Game at 
Candlestick Park, San Francisco. This card was 
initiated by Horace Hinshaw, the Manager of 
Communications for the San Francisco USPS. 
Distributed to baseball fans during the San 
Francisco games, 40,000 unstamped, orange- 
colored cards were made available for the 
pictorial cancel (with the fan buying and 
affixing the appropriate stamps). 


In October 1984, the San Diego USPS began what 
has become a long tradition in San Diego by 
issuing its first baseball souvenir card—for the 
National League Playoffs and World Series.

Paul Kahn of the San Diego USPS—who, by the 
way, is still involved with producing souvenir 
cards for the San Diego USPS—and Andy 
Strassberg, Marketing Director of the Padres 
Organization, collaborated to issue this card. 
During the playoffs, 15,000 of these 5" x 7" cards 
were sold for $1 each, and another 20,000 were 
sold during the two days of the World Series. 
Although the card was the same for both events, 
the card stock color and pictorial cancels were 
different. 


In April 1985—and every year since 1985—San 
Diego has issued a souvenir card for the Padres’ 
"Home Opener" baseball games. These have 
come about as a result of collaborations between 
the USPS and the Padres Organization, accord- 
ing to Elten Schille, a Vice President of the 
Padres. These cards were sold for $1 each, 
except for the 1993 card which cost $2. 


In July 1985, Minneapolis issued a 8.5" x 5.5", 
light blue card (Fig. 1, reduced below) for the 
1985 All-Star Game held at the Hubert H. 
Humphrey Metrodome. This card was initiated 
by Bill Brown of the Minneapolis USPS. Then, 
in July 1986, Houston issued a 5.5" x 8.5" card for 
the 1986 All-Star Game at the Astrodome. 
These cards were sold for 35¢ each.

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In 1987, Indianapolis hosted the Tenth Annual 
Pan American Games. A set of ten cards (all the 
same card) with 33 pictorial cancels were 
briefly sold by the National USPS and the 
Indianapolis USPS during the Games. One of 
the cancels used on this card commemorated 
baseball. 


In October 1987, Minneapolis again issued a 
souvenir card for the World Series. Two differ- 
ent pictorial cancels were used with this card— 
one on 17-18 October and one on 24-25 October. 
The second cancel replaced the original World 
Series cancel, which used the logo of the 
Minnesota Twins, because of possible trademark 
infringement. 


The issuing of the Lou Gehrig commemorative on 
10 June 1989, triggered a number of Lou Gehrig 
and baseball souvenir cards. The Cooperstown, 
NY USPS issued an "Iron Horse" folder which 
included two folded cards that gave information 
about Lou Gehrig and included a FD canceled 
stamp, and sold 5,000 for $5. each. Cooperstown 
also issued a 3.5" x 5.5", plastic-coated card 
with a FD canceled stamp and a representation 
of the Gehrig stamp on its reverse side. 


The Bronx, NY USPS (part of the Manhattan- 
Bronx Region) issued a Lou Gehrig Second Day of 
Issue at Yankee Stadium. This 5.5" x 8.5" card 
sold for $3 and 25,000 were produced. 


San Diego also issued a Lou Gehrig souvenir card 
on 16 June. It was prepared for a special Lou 
Gehrig/ALS Society night at Jack Murphy 
Stadium, and the card was the result of another 
collaboration between the USPS and the Padres 
Organization. 


Then, on 22 July, the Phoenix USPS and the 
Phoenix Firebirds collaborated on a double- 
sided souvenir card which featured representa- 
tions of, and information about, six baseball- 
related US stamps, including the Lou Gehrig 
stamp. These cards cost $3 each and 1,250 
individually-numbered cards were produced. 


Beginning in 1989, Cooperstown, NY began 
issuing souvenir cards for the Baseball Hall of 
Fame Induction Day on an annual basis. In 1989 
two cancels were used on the card—the Lou 
Gehrig FD cancel and a non-pictorial induction 
cancel. This card sold for $5. In 1990, four 
pictorial cancels were available for the card 


that was issued. In 1991, two folded cards were 
issued (@ $2.50 each), and in 1992 a folded card 
in the shape of a seven-inch diameter baseball 
(Fig. 2, below) was issued. In 1993, 2,000 folded 
cards were issued—and sold out—to honor 
Reggie Jackson. 


On Sunday, August 2, 1992, 
four baseball greats are being inducted into the 
Baseball Hall of Fame. To commemorate this event the 
United States Postal Service is using a special Induction Day 
cancellation in Cooperstown, New York. 


TOM SEAVER was one of the premier pitchers of his generation. In his 
20 seasons in the major leagues he won 311 games. During his remarkable career 
he pitched 61 shutouts and had 3,640 strikeouts. He once struck out 19 batters in a 
single game, including a major league record 10 in a row. He was the National League 
Rookie of the Year in 1967 and won the Cy Young Award three times. He is perhaps best 
remembered as the pitcher who changed the New York Mets from laughable losers into the I$ 
World Series champions. 


ROLLIE FINGERS, known for his twisting handlebar mustache, was one of the greatest rel 
pitchers in baseball history. In his 17-year career he won 114 games and had 341 saves. He pite 
in 16 World Series games for the Oakland A’s. In 1981, while with the Milwaukee Brewers, he 

voted the American League’s Most Valuable Player and was the Cy Young Award winner. 


HAL NEWHOUSER is the only pitcher in major league history to win two consecutive 
Most Valuable Player Awards. In his 17-year career he won 207 games and had 1,796 
strikeouts. From 1944-1946 he won 80 games for the Detroit Tigers. In the 1945 
World Series, his two wins led the Tigers to a Series victory over the Chicago Cubs. 


BILL McGOWAN was an umpire in the American League for 30 
seasons. He worked in eight World Series during a career that 
stretched from 1925 until 1954. He was one of the most 
durable umpires in major league history, not missing a 
game for over 16 consecutive seasons.

Williamsport, PA, where the Little League was 
founded, issued two souvenir cards in 1989. The 
first card was 4" x 7" and commemorated the 
50th Anniversary of the Little League on 22 
August. On 26 August, a 5.5" x 8.5" card was 
issued to honor Lou Gehrig. The pictorial cancel 
was the same as on the first card. Both cards 
sold for $1 each. 


In 1992 and 1993, Williamsport issued a card to 
commemorate the Little League World Series. 
Although the cards and cancels were the same 
(except for the date and the card stock colors), 
the 1992 cards was smaller than the 1993 card. 
Both cards cost $1 each. 


In October 1989, the fateful California earth- 
quake gave us a _ baseball/disaster-relief 
souvenir card. Both Oakland and San Francisco 
prepared a souvenir card for the 1989 "Bay 
Bridge" World Series. Oakland sold cards for 
games No. 1 and No. 2 with an Oakland cancel. 
As cards began to sell at Candlestick Park for 
game No. 3, the earthquake occurred, and the 
Series was interrupted for ten days. In order to 
raise money for "earthquake relief," the San 
Francisco USPS sold a pair of game No. 3 cards— 
one date 17 October and one dated 27 October— 
for $10 (three pair for $25). The cards for games 
Nos. 1, 2 and 4 sold for $2 each. 


There were 50,000 cards produced with Oakland 
cancels, and about 160,000 with San Francisco 
cancels. A few 17 October cards were rubber- 
stamped "Game 3 Postponed Due To Earth- 
quake" by the San Francisco USPS and sold to 
the public or given away to the media on 27 
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October. Those being sold were recalled almost 
immediately on 27 October at the request of the 
Baseball Association, which did not want any 
"earthquake" products containing the World 
Series logo sold for profit. Only 25-50 of the 
rubber-stamped cards were sold by the USPS, but 
almost 500 were given away to the media. 


On 24 July, the Atlanta USPS issued a souvenir 
card for the unveiling of the "world's largest 
baseball" in Woodruff Park. This card was 
essentially the same as the card issued in 
Atlanta for the 1988 Democratic National 
Convention. The only differences were the 
explanatory printing on the cards and the 
cancels. 


In 1991, the Minneapolis USPS issued a souvenir 
card for the baseball playoffs and for the World 
Series. A total of 5,700, 4.5" x 6" cards were sold 
for 75¢ each. The Minneapolis USPS also pre- 
pared about 160, 19¢ postal cards with Canadi- 
an stamps and canceled both the Canadian 
stamp and the card with the playoffs special 
cancel. These were sold for $1 each. The 
Minneapolis USPS also sold a Metrodome 
picture post card with the World Series cancel 
(6 for $5). This same picture post card was sold 
at Super Bowl XXVI in 1992 with appropriate 
special cancels. 


In February 1992, Scottsdale, AZ issued a 
souvenir card in the shape (eight inches across 
the top) of home plate (Fig. 3, bottom next 
page). The Phoenix USPS printed 1,000 of these 
cards for the opening of Scottsdale Stadium, and 
sold them for $1 each.

In a previous article I described the souvenir 
card given away at the Olympic Baseball FD 
ceremony. This 5" x 7" card was similar to the 
cards given away at the Winter Olympics stamp 
FD ceremony in Orlando, FL and the Summer 
Olympics stamps FD ceremony in Baltimore, 
MD. These cards (Fig. 4, left) were prepared by 
the national USPS as part of their Olympics 
promotional program, and were not made 
available to the general public. 


The Culver City, CA USPS produced an off- 
white on off-white, embossed, folded souvenir 
card on 11 April 1992. Using the Olympic 
Baseball commemorative, 200 cards were given 
away to Little Leaguers in a "Little League 
Teams Salute Olympic Baseball" ceremony. 


Last, but not least, Omaha, NE issued a 4.5" x 
5.5" souvenir card for the NCAA World Series. 
This college baseball world series was held 4-12 
June 1993 in Omaha and 1,000 cards were printed 
and sold for 20¢ each.

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WHO WAS JOHN HOWARD PAYNE? 


While going back over this issue before "putting it 
to bed," I looked again at the last item (page 37) 
in Bob Hallett's latest acquisitions. I did not 
understand the relationship of the homestead on 
the left side of the portrait or the Moroccan scene 
on the right. I was also curious about why a "noted 
actor" would receive such attention from a distin- 
guished collection of dignitaries and why his re- 
mains needed to reintered and from where. Here's 
the story. 
) 


John Howard Payne was born in New York City, on 
9 June 1791, to William and Sarah (Isaacs) Payne. 
His grandfather, a descendant of an early Massa- 
chusetts settler, was a military officer and a mem- 
ber of the Massachusetts provincial assembly. His 
father was a physician and, apparently tiring of 
New York, moved to East Hampton, LI, became a 
school teacher and principal of a local academy. 
In 1796, he moved his family to Boston and took 
charge of another school there. 


In 1805, John returned to New York, took a job as a 
clerk, and the editorship of The Thespian Mirror. 
From his work on that periodical he was offered a 
course at Union College. His father's ill health 
and bankruptcy forced him to leave college, after 
but two terms, to find work to provide support for 
his father and the younger family members. He 
was determined to become an actor. His debut at 
Park Theater, New York, on 24 February 1909, was 
a success and was to be followed by further success- 
ful engagements in Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimore where patrons paid up to $25 (in 1909!) 
for a ticket. His last U.S. appearance was in 
Boston in March 1812. 


In 1813 he moved to London and continued a 
successful career as actor, manager, and play- 
wright in both London and France, with close to 
sixty plays credited to him. It was abroad that he 
wrote that for which he is most remembered— 
"Home Sweet Home." The song, based on his Long 
Island home, was used in his play-turned-opera 
("Clari" or "the Maid of Milan"). The work was a 
tremendous financial success for everyone but 
Payne who had, unfortunately, sold it in a large 
collection of manuscripts to Charles Kemble, the 
manager of the Covent Garden theater. 
Disheartened and almost broke, Payne returned to 
the United States almost twenty years after he 
had left.

Various unsuccessful jobs followed. He finally 
took a job as consul in Tunis in 1843. It was in Tunis 
that he died, 9 April 1852, and was buried. Thirty 
one years later, on 5 June 1883, his coffin was disin- 
tered and taken to a ceremony in a small village 
Protestant church and, the next day, placed on a 
French steamer to Marseille and then transferred 
to a steamer to New York. His remains were 
reinterred in Washington, DC on 9 June 1883.

So the card then presumably shows an artist's 
conception of "home" on the left side and “Tunis” 
on the right, and John Howard Payne himself—in 
his later years—in the center vignette. 


I have not been able to determine who initiated 
the action to return him to the U.S. and/or why 
the particular cemetery in Washington or why 
Washington itself was chosen. I must assume that 
nostalgia for the song or a sense of national pride 
—the War Between the States was long over— 
must have played a role. In any event, John 
Howard Payne was now “home.”

In 1993, the "S" designation was given to privately produced souvenir cards prepared by PPU members for 
certain events which may or may not have had a card prepared by one or more of the primary sources. 


INTAGLIO (incised carving and/or engraved—usually in steel— printing) 
It should be noted here that not all of the above cards are intaglio printed, e.g., the United Nations and 
privately produced cards were generally not intaglio printed and, in some cases, did "not fit the true 
definition of being souvenir cards" and, for the most part, were listed for collectors' convenience. Many of 
the more recent USPS cards were also not intaglio and their production may or may not have been by a 
security printer. The Fish and Wildlife cards, although printed by the BEP are not intaglio.
